Travelling can often take a long time, 
especially when great distances need to be covered. People often enjoy travelling abroad for 
holidays.

In order to reduce and ultimately prevent such cases of animal abuse in Sri Lanka, the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals (SPCA) was set up. The organization not only aims 
to prevent cruelty to animals but also cares for unwanted animals that have been badly abused. 
The SPCA has embarked on some programmes to prevent animal abuse. They give talks in 
schools explaining why animals should not be abused. It is only through educating the public 
_ that animal abuse can be prevented.

(I) Garbage cans are not magical portals. Trash does not disappear when you toss it in a can. 
Where does all that trash go? There are four methods to manage waste: recycling, land-filling 
RA , And incinerating. Each method has its strengths and weaknesses. 

(II) Recycling is the process of turning waste into new materials. For example, used paper can be 
turned into cardboard, which can be used to make book covers. Recycling can reduce pollution 
save materials, and lower energy use.
